LATTER-DAY SAINTS’ 


Church, were under the direction and 
dictation of the Presidency and the 
Twelve Apostles, and any one attempt- 
ing to repudiate or act independently 
of those authorities would not be sanc- 
tioned of God. 

While it was the duty of the Bishops 
to act in temporal things, the presi- 
dency of the High Priesthood acted in 
concert with them; hence Bishop 
Edward Hunter had deen connected 
with them in their councils, and he 
was pleased to have him there. It was 
not the intention of the presiding 
council to interfere with the legitimate 
calling of those acting in the lesser 
priesthood, but it was expected that 
evey man would do his duty in what- 
ever sphere he operated in. 

He then made some valuable explan- 
ations in relation to the situation and 
future intentions of the Z. C. M. I., 
and the necessity of establishing a 
Board of Trade, that every interest of 
the entire community might be fairly 
and honorably represented. 

After some further remarks he 
blessed the congregation. 
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Elder Geo. Q. Cannon then present- 
ed the following names of missionaries, 
who were unanimously sustained :

To 
the contrary we are fully aware that 
God has made of one blood all the 
nations of the earth, and realize that 
all men, of every clime and age, may 
be partakers of the priceless blessings 
resalting to fallen humanity from the 
on Oslvary.

and ways and means, by which the 
obedient of all races become the recog:

nized children of Abraham, and heirs, 
by adoption, to all the God-given pro- 
mises to that patriarch. John the 
Baptist told the degenerate Jews of 
his day who were boasting of their 


Abrahamic descent, that of the very . 


stones in the roadway, if it so pleased 
him, God could raise up children unto — 
Abraham. All we claim for Israel, no 


, more, no less, is the fulfilment of God’s 


cevenant with the father of the faithful 
which covenant, modern revelation, 
lays before us in the following lan. 
guage:

body) shall all the families of the earth 
be blessed, even with the blessings of 
the Gospel, which are the blessings of 
salvation, even of life eternal.” (Book 
of Abraham.) 
From this we learn that it has been 
covenanted by the Eternal One, that 
Abrabam's seed shall hear the message 
and ministry of God's grace to all na- 
tions, and that through him and his 
seed all the families of the earth shall 
be blessed, with the blessings of the Gos- 
pel which, through obedience, brings 
salvation and eternal lives, also that. 
as many as receive the Gospel shall be 
called after his (Abraham’s) name, 
shall te accounted his seed, und shall 
rise up, and bless him as their father. 
This last mentioned portion of the 
covenant was well understood by the 
Jes and acted upon by them, even 
though they had cringed from obe- 


diene te the fullness of the Gospel, | 


and were living under a lesser law of 
bondage and carnal commandments. - 
The manner in which the Israelites re- 
oeived and treated proselytes is certain- 


res of their polity and history, and | 


may here be glanced at, without wan- 
dering far from the question under 
consideration. 
There appears to have been two 
classes of proselytes recognized amongst 
the ancient Jews. The first, known 
as proselytes of Righteousness, or 
Proselytes of the Covenant, became 
perfect Israelites, and, according to 
the Talmud, ‘were admitted to the 
household of Abraham by circumcision 
and baptism. The other class were 
termed’ Proselytes of che Gate (“the | 
stranger that is within'thy'gate.”) It 
is said converts of this class were not 
bound by circumcision and the other 


special Jaws of the Mosaic code. It 
was enongh for such to observe the 
precepts against idolatry, blasphemy, 
bloodshed, uncleanness and theft, and 
of obedience, also to that precept against 
eating ‘‘ flesh with the blood thereof.” 
Of this latter class were converts who 
embraced Judaism for other than the 
purest motives ; for instance, for the 
sake of a lover, a husband ora wife, 
to court favor and promotion, or in 


dread of some calamity or threatened 


judgment. Such converts were re- 
garded by the Jews of old very much 
in the same manner as their counter- 
parts are regarded among the Latter- 
day Saints. Again, the Jews some- 
times spread their faith with the same 
weapons as those with which they 
had defended it. The Idureans, 
after their conquest by John Hyrcanus, 
had the alternative of death, exile, or 
circumcision offered to them. They 
chose the latter. The Iturians were 
converted (7) in the same way by Ari- 
stobolus. In the days of Jesus, when 
the light of truth shone but dimly in 
the Jewish creed, and the voices of the 


degenerate Jews had been engrafted 


on those of the eg 0h heathen, the 
Savior cried, ‘‘ Woe unte you, Scribes 


and Pharisees, hypocrites ! for ye com. 
pass sea and land to make one prose- 


lyte, and when he is made, ye make 
him twofold more the child of hell 
than yourselves. (Matt. xxiii. 13). 

There is one factor that tended 
greatly to the diffusion of Israelitish 
blood, that we have scarcely noticed, 
as it relates far more largely to Judah 


than to Ephraim. We refer to those 


who remained settled in foreign coun- 
tries after the return of the Jews from 
the Babylonian captivity, and during 
the 3 of the second temple. At 
the beginning of the Christian era the 
dispersed were divided into three 


great sections, the Babylonian. the 


Syrian, and the Egyptian. From 


‘Babylon the Jews spread through 
Persia, Media and Parthia. The 


Greek conquests in Asia extended the 
limits of this dispersion. Large settle- 
ments of the children of Judah were 


established in Cyprus, and on the 


western coast of Asia Minor. These 
latter, to a very unfortunate extent, 
adopted the Greek language and Greek 
ideas. In Africa, Alexander and 


* 
} 
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Ptolemy I. established large colonies 
of Jews at Alexandria, not far from 
which place a temple was erected to 
Jehovah after the order of that at 
Jerusalem. From Alexandria the 


Jews spread out over the coasts of 


northern and eastern Africa. How 
greatly the Jews liad become scattered 
in the time of Christ, may be judged 
from the devout men who came up to 
worship and keep the passover at 
Jerusalem, and who listened to the 
preaching of Peter on the day of Pen- 
tecost. They are stated to have been 
Parthians, Medes, Elamites( Persians), 
dwellers in Mesopotamia, Judea, Cap- 
padocia, Pontus, Asia, Phrygia, Pam- 
phylia, Egypt, Cyrene(Tripoli), Cretes, 
Arabians, Romans, Jews and prose- 
lytes. |

WE are receiving reports from various parts of the Enropean Mission showing 
that the work of the Lord, under His blessing and through the faithful labors 
ef the Elders, is reviving in places. A spirit of enquiry among the people 
makes the prospect all the more cheerful and encouraging. This improvement 
is likely to be contagious and to become general. Such at least is our faith in 
regard to it. 

For some time past the Elders have had reason for complaining of a prevail- 
ing feeling of freezing indifference, especially in Great Britain, in reference to 
the Gospel, among the people. This condition is even more discouraging than 
active opposition, which, if it have no other beneficial effect, at least draws 
direct attention to ‘‘Mormonism.” Now, however, that a spark of interest 
and enquiry has been re-enkindled, efforts should be made by the Elders not 
only to keep it alive but, by persistent labor, to fan it till it becomes a living, 
glowing flame. | 

To this end every suitable available means for prosecuting the work of the 
ministry should be employed. Not only can good results be produced by the 
direct labors of the Elders from Zion, but also by those missionaries putting to 
good use the local material existing in their fields of labor. We are pleased to 
note, by letters from President W. B. Smith, of the London Conference, and 
President Royal B. Young, of the Newcastle and Durham, that the employ- 
ment in those fields, in various departments of the ministry, of the young 
men, and priestheod generally in the branches is having a very beneficial 

effect. This engaging of the local Elders, Priests and Teachers is product- 
ive of good in several respects. Not only can a knowledge of the truth be 
spread by this means, but the men who are actively employed become more 
spirited and bright. The local priesthood, without regard to age, can be used 
in this way. 

In selecting men to use their spare time in this labor several considerations 
have to be weighed by the Elders. These who are chosen should, in the first 
place, be consistent Latter-day Saints. They should be living examples of the 

‘teachings they are commissioned to proclaim. They should also be selected 
with some regard to capability to perform the work placed upon them.

THE printing press is one of the most efficient and powerful engines for the 


-accomplishment of good in existence. It should be made liberal use of in 


spreading a knowledge of the principles of the Gospel. The publications of 


the Church can be made to reach} thousands? of people to, whom a personal 


ministry by the Elders is at present impracticable. 

A great many people have been led, step by step, to‘embrace the Gospel, by 
impressions received from reading some printed work.

About 
thirty years ago, in a small village in Scotland, a lady who had embraced the 
Gospel, being anxious to extend to others the blessings she had received, pur- 
chased and loaned to another lady a copy of the work entitled “A Voice of 
Warning,” by Parley P. Pratt. The neighbor was converted and became 
identified with the Church. Twenty-four years ago she, with her family emi-

this country on a mission. He discovered the lady who loaned the book to 
his mother still in Scotland and in exceedingly poor circumstances. The mis- 
sionary, being naturally grateful to her for being the instrument, in the hands 
of God, of turning the channel of the destiny of his family, supplied the means 
to emigrate herself and family, and all are now in Utah. This shows how, by 
even so apparently small a circumstance as the purchase and loaning of a book, 
will sometimes produce consequences of the highest importance to many people.

Dear Brother,—I drop you a line 
that you may know how weare getting 
along in this district. lam pleased to 
inform you that we are in a flourishing 
condition. We baptized over thirty 
persens in this Conference during last 
month, with excellent prospects for a 
successful winter campaign. There 
seems to be a spirit of inquiry mani- 
fest at present, unparalelled in any of 
my previous experience. 

I must relate an incident of my la- 
bors in breaking new ground in Beb- 
side, a town 14 miles north of here.
